THK-NI-GRAM 
FEBRUARY 1961 
10 METER RECEIVER 


This month again the Tek-Ni~Gram must be written in the first 
person. I want to express my apprabiation to the editor of the Blurb | 37 
and to others for offers of assistance in case of emergency. Luckily 
I happened to have just built a new mobile receiver and that takes 
care of this month, however I am now pushing the panic button for 
next month. PLEAS Efi: 


I had long felt that the super-regenerative detector used in 
the Heath CB-1 and the "Tenner" just wasn't adequate for 10M under 
band4open conditions and was too moisy. The new Heath GH¥-10 with 
its super~-hetxadyne xeceiver appeared to have possibilities, but I 
didn't quite trust the 455Kc IF for image rejection. Recently one 
of the electronics magazines published an 11M converter with broad= 
cast band output using 2 new GE triple-triode. A combination of the oy 
two circuits with the addition of a pentagrid converter seemed to ke 
a solution to my problems. 


I mounted the 61:08 in place of the existing 6ANS, and replaced 
the existing receiver coils with the new coils. The speaker was 
removed £rom the cebinet, mounted under the dash board, and rep). aced 
with a sub-chassis containing the pentagrid converter and the 
455Ke IF strip. For a total cost of under $30.00 E had a double 
conversion receiver with sensitivity such that lmv at the antenna 


broad for net operations, and sufficiently narrow for band open 
conditions. 


This circuit would appear to be equally useful for fixed or 
mobile operations, and the converter part would work well into a ~ 
broadcast receiver. As shown on the attached diagram, this receiver — 
will cover any 400 Ke portion of the band between 26Mc and 30Mc. 
For use on lewer paxt o£ the band increase L3 to four turns. 
To cover the entire 1OM band incvease the tuming condenser to an 
effective capacitance of 25mm£. For mobile use the 150mm£ in 
parallel with the tuning condenser should be Sliver Mica NPO. Sora = 
base station use an N750 SH should be adequate.
